a ring ;—bannah, a plantain ; gbannah, the title of a 
chief ;—gborr, or ugborr, a herd of sheep ; borr, or 
uborr, a generation of people.

h, commonly sounds like h in hat, horse, &c. ; but 
when followed by e, 7, or v, it seems to be a mere 
aspiration; it sounds very much like h in hew, hewer. 
In the following words: hewl, four ; uhiant, a child, 
pronounced as if written whyant ; hvoy, a cloud : it is 
pronounced rather through the nose as it were: ‘h 
denotes the preceding vowel to be short. 

j. There appears to be no sound inthe Bullom Lan- 
guage like j or g soft, as in English: dy may supply 
the place of j, in some measure, in the words dy¢, to 
kill ; dyo, to eat; dyall, flesh, body. But it would 
not be advisable to write them with j, as both d and 
y are pronounced as if the words were written, d-yall, 
d-ye, d-yo. The names Jack and Jim are very com- 
mon among the Bulloms; but they pronounce them 
Yack, Yehmy. It will be, however, necessary to in- 
troduce the letter j in the Bullom Alphabet, on ac- 
count of the words or proper names which, by teach- 
ing them to read, will certainly occur; but as their 
tongues seem to be inflexible in this point, they must

CHAPTER I. 
OF THE ARTICLE. 


THERE is but one Article in the Agito Language, 
tre, used in various ways. 

1. It always follows the substantive or noun with 

which it is connected; as, Kill tre, the house ; bay 
tr e, the king; langbang tre, the man. 

2. If the noun begin with € or u, the same letter 
which-the substantive begins with is placed between 
the substantive and the. article: as, énar é tre, the 
bullock ; uhiant u tre, the child. 

3. When an adjective is joined to the noun, the 
adjective is preceded by the substantive, and the 
Article follows the adjective: as, pok keleng tre, the 
good man; lungbang moneh tre, the poor man ; kill 
té bomung tre, the large houses; nar sé nyarra tre, 
the leat oxen; soosé bomung tre, the large fishes. 

; 4. The Article is placed at the end of several sub- 
_ stantives, ina question: as, Ngheh neh ngha tukeh, lileh

CHAPTER II.

__ 4, Substantives are derived from verbs, as follows:— 
from hallé son, to dream; son, a dream * from hailé 
tennin, or téhnin, to consider ; étéhn, thought: from 
hallé fo'h, to speak ; x fo'h, language : from hallé tolli’h, 
to comfort ; ntolli’h, comfort, consolation ; tolli‘hno, 
‘comforter, But the greatest part of ' substantives 
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derived from verbs are, either by placing u before the 
infinitive of the verb; or by adding no, a person, 
to the infinitive : as, hallé dii, to steal; udiit, theft; 
duino, athief ;—hallé gball, to write ; igball, writing ; 
gballno, a writer ;—hallé gbch, to walk about; ag beh, 
walking, travelling 7 gbchno,a traveller ;—hallé vaile, 
to redeem ; availé, redemption ; vailéno, redeemer ;— 
hallé bempah, to circumcise ; ibempah, circumcision ; 
—hally kissy, to finish; wkissy, the end ;—hallé meah, 
to visit ; léméahn, visiting! meahno, a stranger.

The diminutives are formed by adding pomo'h, 
little ones, to the substantives: as, aloak i pomo h, 
ducklings ; ésok é pomo’h, chickens : hiding é pomo'h, 
a kid; lonkobch pomoh, a lamb; chinchy pomo'h, a 
small plate ; messah pomoh, a small table. But when

small person; langbang toon, a little man, 

The thumb and the large toe are considered as 
masculine: they are called aszh i pokan, the male 
finger, and awem x pokan, the male toe: all the rest 
are termed wsuh & lakan, and awem i lakan, female 
fingers, and female toes 3 except the little finger and 
the little toe, which are distinguished by pomo‘h. 


SECT. IL.—of Number. 


The Bulloms have but two Numbers, the singular 
and the plural. The latter is formed in five different 
ways, viz. by placing ah, é, mn, s, and té before the 
Singular: ah is used only of persons, and sé of ani- 
mals, | .

When the article or an adjective is joined with any 
substantives in the plural number, the same letter or 
syllable which the plural begins with, is placed be- 
tween the substantive and the article or the adjec- 
tive: as, ah nin ah ben, old people; érum é will, lofty 
trees; ntui nshah, red cheeks ; sépeh sé ben, old 
elephants; tékill té bomung, large houses; ah tamu 
ah tre, the boys; érum é tre, the trees ; nbannah n 
tre, the plantains. 

But when the article or an adjective is added to a 
substantive in the plural number beginning with sé or 
té; the sé or té at the beginning of the words is - 
omitted: as, nen té ling, two years; kill té bomung, 
large houses; nar sé nyarra, lean oxen; soosé bo- 
mung, large fishes; kulung sé tre, the seat: foll té 
tre, the eyes. 


SECT. 1IL—Of Cases. 


The nouns admit of no change of termination: to 
express the different connections and relations of one 
thing to another, the prepositions ka, ko, and hallé 
are made use of.

ah keleng tre; the good men; 2. bell tre, the nut ; 
ébell é-tre,; the nuts; ébell é kat tre; the hard nuts: 
3. ului tre, the star; nlui a tre, the stars; nlui x 
dinteh tre, the bright stars: but the fourth and fifth 
may be considered irregular, as the sé and té are not 
retained at the beginning of these plurals, when con- 
nected with,other words in a sentence. 
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CHAPTER Il. 


OF ADJECTIVES, AND THE DEGREES OF COM- 
‘ PARISON, 


The Adjective is not varied on account of gender, 

number, and case. When added to any noun in the 
singular number, beginning with é or a, the adjective 
receives the same vowel with which the substantive 
begins. When added ‘to nouns plural, the adjective 
receives the same letter or syllable which the sub- 
stantive plural begins with, as observed page 12. 
_ In forming the comparative degree of an adjective, 
the Bulloms in general add wl to the positive: as, teng,, 
sweet; tengul, sweeter: kath, hard; kathul, harder: 
dees, heavy ; deesul, heavier. — ; 

_In forming the superlative degree, ngho chang, or 
peh chang, is made use of : as, kath, hard; kathulg 
harder ; neho chang kath, it passes hard, 7, ¢. hard- 
est: took, hot; tookul, hotter; peh chang took, it 
passes heat—it is hottest. This seems to be the regu- 
Jar way of comparison. | : 
~ The comparison of Adjectives is also made in the * 
following manner: as, kéleng, good: yenkeleng, 
better; ngho chang kéléng, best : biffle, cold ; % 


bugle « gbir, much cold or colder; peh chang buffie, 


it passes cold—coldest, 
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In some instances, chang is used to point out the 
comparative, and chang ah buléing the superlative, 
degree: as, langbang fosso, a strong man; lang- 
bang to chang fosso, this man passes strength—he is 
stronger; langbang to fosso chang ah buleing, this 
man’s strength passes all—he is strongest.

In the plural number, the personal pronouns admit 
of no alteration. 

- La, ngho, and pzh, are used to express the pronoun 
it. (page 8.) 

La and ngho are used in the singular, and péeh 
seems to be used chiefly in the plural number : as, 
chin woa ngha la, “not he made it ;” & chéé ah ngho, 
“he brought it;” woa kui yeh ngho, ‘he took it ;” pe 
tutéh yeh woare, “it or the y ran after him ;” peh suntah 
woa ré, “some things or persons (unknown) struck him.” 

Yén seems to be a word of the same description 
with la; ngho, and peh.

Neha is applied to persons and animals, nghch — 


and ngho to indnimate things, and ma to liquids.

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tives: ngheh and neh are often joined together, and so 
are ych and neh, and sometimes yeh, leh; as, neheh 
neh ngha tikeh tre? who made the heaven ?—yeh moa 
ngha? who made thee 1—d yeh néh ko killeh ? who is 
in the house ?—hin ah woa bet tunga? who cut 
the palaver ? 

- Konno and wonno seem to express, in some in- 
‘stances, the English words whosoever, whichsoever :— 
wonno is applied to persons, and konno to things: as, 
Kereh wonno peh -tamo yeo, but whosoever is con- 
quered, &¢.; wonno gbo rinket yeo, tha woa kull oh 
mad, whosoever staggers, the same drank it ; adyo 
tre konno he sotoh, the food which we obtain; ifell it 
ire konno he beng, the rest that we enjoy. 


SECT. [11.—Of Possessive Pronouns. 
The Bullom Possessive Pronouns, like the article 
and adjectives, are preceded by the substantives: they 
are in fact the possessive cases of their respective per- 
sonal pronouns in the singular, the -plural of whiclr 
(as observed p. 17) remains unaltered.

CHAPTER Y. 
OF VERBS. 


The greater part of Bullom Verbs consist of one 
syllable, some of two, anda very few of three syllables. 
They all begin with consonants: a great, many begin ° 
with ch, sh, and gb; very few with ng nasal. 

The active verbs are followed by the particles, ah,. 
eh, and oh, without altering the signification of the 
verb; as, hallé veal ah, to call, to nominate ; hallé 
vailcé eh, to redeem; hallé chéé ah, to bring ; hallé 
marr ah, to love; hallé tum oh, to beg; hallé choo 
oh, to warn. 

Neuter verbs are made causal, by adding é to the 
verb: as, hallé hin, to lie down, to rest; hallé hiné 
to cause to lay down ;—Aallé tall, to come down ; 
hallé tullé, to cause to come down, to take down — 
hallé kill, to drink; hallé kullé, to cause to drink, to 
give drink, to suckle. 

Neuter verbs are made negative, by adding zhn to 
the verbs ending with consonants: as, hallé hin, to 
lie down, to rest ;—hallé hinzhn, not laid down, not at 
rest ;—hallé kull, to drink; hallé kulléhn, not drink- 
ing ;—hallé tull, to descend ; hallé kulléhn, not de- 
scending ;—hallé sem, to stand; hallé seméhn, not 
standing. | | 

_ To verbs ending with a, hn only is added : as, hallé

minta, to be bold, impudent; hallé mintahn, not 
bold ;—hallé yatta, to row; yattahn, not rowing. 

To verbs ending with any other vowel, the aight 
kéhn is added: as, hallé loi, to enter ; loikéhn, not 
entered ;—hallé moi, to come; moikéhn, not coming. 

_ These causal and negative verbs are conjugated ; 
but whether through all tenses I cannot say. I have 
met with them only in the present and imperfect 
tenses: .as, ah seméhn, “1 don’t stand;” ugboll u woa 
ka hinehn, ‘his heart did not lay down’-—that is, he 
was restless, uneasy. Matt. ii. 8. Ah mintahn, 1 am 
not bold enough.” Kerch ah loikthn lo npéah, “ but I 
did not enter in with my hands.” Fab.2: no-kull-oh- 
mot tukehn, “ the wine-drinker is not hidden.” 

Neuter verbs are used negatively by placing kay 
between the personal pronoun and the verb: as, ah 
kay kull, “ 1 won't drink ;” ah kay moi,'*‘ 1 will not 
come ;” ah kay yatt, “1 will not row.” — 

Whether the Bulloms use a passive voice through 
all the modes and tenses that may be formed, is im- 
possible for me to say at present. ‘They say of. the 
verb, hallé marr, to love, inthe passive voice, present 
tense, peh marr ah mé, they love me ;_ peh marr ah 
moa, they love thee: peh marr ah woa, they love him 
or her; pch marr ah he, they love us; peh marr ah

(peh is used here according to the observation page 8.) 

Auxiliary verbs, or verbs by the help of which the 
Bullom verbs are conjugated: are, ré, gbing, kung, 
hun. Ré is used as a verb only in the present tense: , 
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as; yah ré, 1 am; moa ré, thou art: wéa ré, he or 
she is; hé ré, we are; nghangha ré, you are; ng ha 
ré; they are. Gbing and kung, ‘to finish,” are regu- 
larly conjugated through all modes and tenses. Hallé 
hun, “to come,” is used to form the future tenses of 
other verbs. ;

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To form the pluperfect tense, ré is omitted, and the 
participle of the verbs hallé kung, or hallé gbing;, 
are placed between the patticle ka and the verb 
conjugated’: as, ah ka kundy tui, 1 finished hearing ; 
ah gbingré choe, 1 finished dwelling. — Sometimes 
verbs are followed by nang, which only serves to 
point a past action. Yah kundy signifies “ I finished ;” 
yah kundy nang, \ finished some time ago. 

There are three different ways of forming the future 
tenses of verbs. 

1. The present tense is used to express the future,

The indicative mood simply indicates or declares a 
thing: as, ah gball, 1 write; nko, thou goest; woa 
goburr ékan, he runs. 

' The imperative mood is used chiefly for com- 
manding ; for which purpose the Bulloms use the se- 
cond person singular and plural of the indicative 
mood, the present tense: as, nko, go thou ; nka, thou 
givest, and give thou; nghangha ko, you go, and go 
ye. The second person singular is often used and 
understood as a plural: as, m ma way, fear not ; 
m moi, come; m bass, sweep; m packa, pay. But as 
the imperative mood is used also for exhorting and 
permitting, the Bulloms make use of ngha to express 
the English word “let, permit ;” and conjugate their 
imperative thus :—ngha ah tui, let me hear; ngha 
i ko, let him go; ngha hé ké, let us see; ngha ngha 
ramling, let them pray 

The Bulloms form a negative imperative, by placing ;

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PART IIL 
OF SYNTAX. 


THE agreement of the Substantive with the Adjec- 
tive, the Relative with the Antecedent, and the No- 
minative with the Verb, is the same in the Bullom as 
in other languages, with the exception of a few pecu- 
liarities of that language. 

With regard to the general order of words, the 
chief circumstances to be remembered are, that the 
substantive precedes the article, the adjective, and 
the personal pronoun. The nominative precedes the 
genitive. All other cases and parts of speech, in 
most respects, differ very little from our way of 
arranging them; as will be seen by the following 
fables, related by a Bullom, who knows very little of 
any language but his own. .

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From the'above fables and very simple letters, 
which are translated almost word for word, it appears 
as if there were but very little difference between the 
manner of the Bulloms arranging their words and the 
manner in which it is done in our own language. The 
letters were first written in English and translated 
into Bullom, and afterwards translated from the Bul- 
lom again into English. 

We shall now proceed to take a view of what seems 
to be most remarkable in the arrangement of the 
different parts of speech. 


SECT. I. 


The article is always preceded by the substantive, 
by the substantive and adjective, and by several sub- 


stantives in a question.- It is sometimes placed be- . 


tween the substantive and the adjective, perhaps im- 
properly. . 

The article is entirely omitted: as, in the fables, 
elephant and goat went to lion: caterpillar and tor- 
toise were travelling. | ?

SECT. II. 


When two substantives stand in opposition, the 
article is added to the latter: as, Davy bay tre, 
“ David the King,” Isaiah prophet tre, Isaiah the 
prophet.” 

When one substantive governs another, signifying a a 
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“different thing in the possessive case; as, “ my fa- 
ther’s house,” ‘the king’s palace,” “the chief’s 
son ;” the Bulloms say thus: kill appa mé tre traak 
sukono tre. They cannot place “ father” before 
** house,” “* chief ” before “ son,” without giving it 
quite a different signification. Thus: wom bay tre, 
is “ the king’s vessel ;” but, bay wom tre, is “ the 
vessel’s king,” or “the king of the vessel ;” i.e. 
** captain, commander of the vessel.” 

In some cases fa or hoa is placed between the two 
substantives, to denote the genitive case; as, book tre 
ha uborr hoa Jesus, “ the book of the generation of 
Jesus ;” yah ha John, “ the mother of John ;” mala- 
ka ha Foy, “ the angel of God ;” hay ha ah Jew tre, 
** king of the Jews.” But to say the king’s house, it, 
cannot be said, bay ha kill tre, which signifies “ the 
king of the house,” as above; bay wom tre, “the 
-king of the canoe.” It must be said then, wom bay

One verb governs another that follows, or depends

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voured to scrape the gold out of the dust, but could 
not avoid picking up much dust with it, which, for 
the present, must be left to those who are able to re- 
fine it and to polish it.
